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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants argument with regards to there beoing a lacking sound technical and legal basis is unfounded. An 
invention to an apparatus is cited in terms of features and any apparatus meeting those features is considered to read on the instant claims, 
no matter what its intended use is. It is fundamental that an apparatus claim defines the structure of the invention and not how the structure 
is used in a process, or what materials the structure houses in carrying out the process. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1 647, 1 648 (BPAI 
1987). See also In re Yanush, 477 F.2d 958, 959, 177 USPQ 705,706 (CCPA 1973); In re Finsterwalder, 436 F.2d 1028, 1032, 168 USPQ 
530, 534 (CCPA 1971); In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 580, 152 USPQ 235,238 (CCPA 1967). As long as the apparatus of asupported 
catalyst is capable of performing as an electrode of any type, the prior art apparatus meet the requirements of the claimed feature. 
Applicant has not established on this record any structural distinction between apparatus within the scope of the rejected claims and the 
apparatus fairly described by the prior art of record, and no such structural distinction is apparent. In response to applicant's arguments, the 
recitation of intended use with regards to this supported catalyst being used in a fuel cell has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and 
Kropav. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). Therefore, applicants argument with respect to the Antos patent is 
irrelevant. Further, since applicant has now cancelled the platinum and cadmium alloy, this raises new issues since one part of a Markush 
group has been found, which now requires the examiner to look farther in the art to find any remaining constituents of the Markush group. 
Therefore a new issue and further search and consideration are necessary. 
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
